The World 


Wheat Situation 


At this time, the opening of 
the new wheat year, it is pos- 
sible to discuss with some 
assurance certain factors in- 
fluencing the world supply of 
wheat and the prospective 
volume of international trade 
in this commodity, The fisrt 
itein to be taken into account is 
the carryover of old wheat, 
which, as far as_ statistical 
records show (they are fairly 
complete in only a few of the 
many wheat-growing countries) 
seems to be about 150 million 
bushels higher than on August 
Ist, 1928. Most of this surplus 
is in the United States; the 
Canadian carryover is now 
estimated as about the same as 
last year, owing to the fact 
that farm stocks of merchant: 
able quality have turned out to 
be probably 10 million bushels 
more than was estimated a 
month or two ago. Argentina 
and Australia are thought to 
have slightly larger supplies, 
and European stocks are also 


reported to be somewhat 
higher. 
The increase in the world 


carryover this year is, however, 
completely overshadowed — by 
the probability of a consider- 
able reduction, possibly of 350 
million bushels, in the supply 
from the 1929 crops, The un- 
favorable crop conditions in 
Canada are fully discussed in 
the preceding section of 
Letter.

The new 
crop in Japan is reported to be 
below that of last yeur, Con- 
ditions have been favorable for 
the major wheat-producing sec- 
tions of Africa, It is regarded 
as reasonably certain that 
France and Spain will have 
larger crops than in 1928; the 
German and Italian harvests 
may be as good as last year, 
but the new crops in the Nether- 
lands, Belgium, and Great 
Britain wiil be smaller, In 
Eastern Europe the extent of 
damage resulting from severe 
winter weather is now fairly 
well known, and the Danubian 
countries are likely to have 
crops about 50 million bushels 
less than in 1928. Reports re- 
garding the Russian situation 
are, as usual, conflicting. 
Droughty conditions in Argen- 
tina indicate some curtailment 
in wheat planting this year, 
and dry weather in Australia 
has also probably prevented

1928-29 season, It has been 
estimated that world consump- 
tion increases at an average 
annual rate of 70,000,000 bushels, 
but it varies, upward or down. 
ward, by as much as_ 100,000,000 
bushels, depending on numer- 
ous factors, including the sup- 
ply of domestic grains and 
imported carryover in the large 
importing countries and the 
price at which the latter can 
buy foreign wheat. In the pre. 
ceding season most European 
countries had large crops of 
wheat, and their imports would 
have been less than in the 
1927-28 season had it not been 
that feed grains were in short 
supply, which caused an ab- 
normal use of wheat for stock 
food. The feed grain situation 
is not likely to be as acute this 
year and, if this should be the 
case and the wheat harvest 
favorable, the import require- 
ments of Western Europe, 
would be smaller than those of 
the year just closed. Further- 
more, the governments of Ger- 
many, France and Italy have 
recently imposed new regula- 
tions with the object of increas- 
ing the use of home-grown 
wheat. An outstanding feature 
of last year’s trade was the 
abnormal quantity of wheat 
bought by the Orient, owing in 


part to the large supply of low} 


grade wheat in Canada and the 
United States available at low 
prices.

Such crossings are always dangerous, but with the advent of the motor car, 
and the speed mania of reckless drivers, the death and accident toll has 
mounted alarmingly. 

In nearly one thousand accident cases reported to the Board of Railway 
Commissioners during the past year, there Was danger of loss of life or 
damage to property because of negligence at highway-railway level 
crossings. Of these accidents 369 were reported on the lined of the 
Canadian National system, and railway officials have carefully classified 
these. It was found that more than forty per cent. of the accidents were 
caused by some form of downright negligence on the part of the motorist. 

Of the huge total of accidents, no less than 325 were cases where 
vehicles broke or damaged crossing gates which had been lowered; 23 where
